He explained further that 
he was acting as a state official 
only for the purpose of compel- 
ing a corporation to observe the 
law of Ohio. _By bringing the ac- 
tion in the Supreme Court an 
early decision may be expected, 
he holds.

uses. 

The growing of this plant, Dr. 
Kellerman said, could be extended 
to large areas in western Texas, 
Arizona and California. 

Experiments carried on by the 
Bureau of Plant Industry indicate 
that a good quality of rubber can 
atso be obtained from a _ desert 
milk weed which is suitable for 
growth in parts of Arizona, New 
Mexico and California.

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Ford Changes 
N a recent issue of the New York World there is a story 
from Detroit, analyzing carefully the present situation 
and immediate prospects of the Ford Motor Company. The 
gist of the story is that a six cylinder, gearset car is im- 
pending in the Ford factory and will probably be announced 
within the next sixty days. 

This will not be news to readers of The Automotive 
Daily News, because the probability of some such develop- 
ment was foreshadowed in our columns several months ago. 
We pointed out that the production of a six would not be 
entirely strange to Mr. Ford, as he had a car of this type 
years ago, before he decided on his traditional policy of con- 
centration of the familiar planetary four. 

However, there are now more facts on which to base 
conjecture. We know with some degree of accuracy the pro- 
duction results of the first half year. Ford has lost ground 
as compared with 1925. Last year Ford roduced 1,153,100 
units in the first six months. This year, it is claimed, the 
total runs to only about 750,000. On the other hand, Chevro- 
let, which is perhaps Ford’s closest rival, turned out 423,842 
cars, as against 200,000 during the first half of 1925. The 
other cars in the lower price class also registered substantial 
gains. Essex, Star, Dodge, Overland and their fellows far 
surpassed their production marks for the first half of 1925. 

Time was, not so long ago, when the Ford company 
habitually produced half of the cars manufactured in 
this country. Taking the first six months of 1926, we 
find that the Ford output does not represent much more 
than thirty-five per cent. of the total.. In other words, 
other companies have found means to forge ahead and 
cut deeply into the Ford production supremacy, which 
has become almost a tradition of the American automo- 
tive industry. 

This condition is not a sudden development. Students 
of automotive affairs have seen it coming for many months. 
In fact, the Ford organization sensed some time ago that all 
was not well. The changes made last winter in the body, 
plus the price cut, were offered as a palliative of the sales 
slump which struck the Ford company last year. 

For a time it looked as if the price reduction would 
turn the trick again. Sales picked up during the spring 
rush, but recently they have fallen off again. At the 
moment, it is claimed, the Ford factories are running but 
forty hours per week and production is not more than 65 per 
cent. of the capacity of the plants. 

In the final analysis it would seem that Mr. Ford must 
face the fact that the present motoring company demands 
something more than the traditional Ford car gives. There 
never has been a time when the demand for luxury was more 
insistent. Living standards are high and Americans gen- 
erally in all the phases of life are insisting on greater com- 
the luxuries of yesterday have become the necessities of to- 
day. From the decreasing sales of Fords and the increasing 
sales of other cars in the lower price classes, we are justi- 
fied in assuming that the buying public considers that it 
gets something it wants in these others which Ford does 
not give. 

Of course, Henry Ford is too keen a business man not 
to read signs that are written so large as these. We may be 
sure that he has his answer ready. It is claimed that there 
are a large number of Ford cars with a conventional gearset 
now being tested in the country round about Detroit. It is 
further claimed that some of these at least have six cylinder 
power plants. There is said to be feverish activity in the tool 
department at the Ford plant, and this is the department 
which would have to shoulder the burden of a model change. 

Obviously, every man in the automotive industry is 
keenly interested in any new development at the Ford 
plant. The industry has its ear to the ground and waits 
for whatever news is coming.

CHICAGO ATTACKS 
TRAFFIC PROBLEMS 


Seek Moanofacturer Aid 
In Curbing Speed to 
40 Miles an Hour 


Chicago, Aug 24.—Protecting 


the citizen from the perils of street 
traffic in Chicago is, according to 
Mayor Dever, next in importance 
only to suppressing crime. 

The city, he said, is spending 
large sums of money and concen- 
trating its best minds upon this 


problem. The most recent effort 


in this regard has been the in- 
stallation in the “loop district” of 
co-ordinated traffic lights 

Chicago's safety experts are ap- 
proaching the traffic problems 
from a new viewpoint, the mayor 
declares. 

“Since the installation of the 
co-ordinated lights in the loop dis- 
trict we have reduced minor acci- 
dents to a material degree,” said 
Mayor Dever. “As soon as funds 
are available we expect to extend 
this co-ordinated system through 
the diagonal and arterial streets. 
It is in these sections that the more 
serious accidents happen. 

“The particular advantage of 
this co-ordinated system is_that it 
actually regulates the. speed of ve- 
hicles, which, according to ‘the 
answers of 500 chiefs of police. is 
the major cause for accidents.” 

The police suggested that the 
manufacturers standardize various 
safety appliances for automobiles, 
just as these appliances are stayd- 
ardized for railways. 

“}f the manufacturers will aid 
us in the standardization of the 
height of bumpers, adequate 
brakes, limiting the speed capacity 
to forty miles per hour by govern- 
ors on engine or transmission and 
the general adoption of an all-steel 
automobile body on the same prin- 
ciple as all-steel coaches, they can 
do more for reducing the death 
rate than all other agencies coem- 
bined,” concluded the mayor.

N. Y. Exchange Head 
._ Predicts 20% Slash 


New York, Aug. 24.—Return- 
ing from England after a study 
of the crude rubber market in 
London and Liverpool, F. R. 
Henderson, president of the New 
York Rubber Exchange, pre- 
dicted yesterday that unless the 
present rubber prices of 19d. is 
maintained the British govern- 
ment will unquestionably effect 
a further reduction of 20 per 
cent. in crude rubber exports 
from the British colonies. 
Although Mr. Henderson empha- 
sized that the Stevenson act was 
put through “to stabilize the rub- 
ber market and grant a fair profit 
to producers,” nevertheless, he ad- 
mitted that in the United States
